In re- 
spons* to a dir»6t inquiry to-day he 
said he had not abiolntely reached his 
conclusions, but that he should within 
two weeka, and that he would prfscut 
theic to th« President. Until then he 
would not give any information as to 
h'ia decision. Judge Greaham said he 
bad been a r«ry attentive reader of all 
that has boen written on the subjuct in 
the press of ths day, especially the 
Tribuns'g articles, and has collected 
valuable literature of all countries relat- 
ing to the matter. Ha expresses th« 
opinion that a magazine article on 
postal telegraphy by Dr, Green, of the 
Western Union, evidently represents 
the W«st«ra Union side and he does 
not think that it would have been pub- 
lished undftr the circumstances without 
having b**u submitted to a majority of 
th« members of that company. He is 
disposed to treat it at all events as an 
official statement as to the views of the 
telegraphic peoplo. It ia doubtful if 
Judge Greebam has intimated to any 
one what his recommendations will be, 
but the impression of those uenroat to 
him is that he 'will strongly favor a 
postal telegraph.

dential race. H» says Tilden is the 
only Democrat who has any following. 
Of Elaine and Grant he said : "I think 
Blaine has the largest following in his 
party of any Due man. He is the most 
popular Republican I know anything 
about. Americans like his dash und 
snap. Say what you please about his 
South American policy, ho would have 
found a majorityjof the American peo- 
ple in sympathy if h« had been per- 
mitted to carry it out. Americans like 
adventure, and if Blaine had become in- 
volved in a war of conquest in South 
America h* would have found it n popu- 
lar thing. I think Grant has a strong 
hold upon the people. Ha has boen 
behaving well in the last twu or thtae 
years, and, if nominated, I think he 
could be elected. The objection urged 
against him during the third-term ex- 
citement does not exist now." 


A Chicago Tribune special from Wash- 


ington says: Mr. Noyes (colored) of 
Arkansas is advocating n plan for the 
insolation of the colored race. 
In an 


interview he said: "Wo can't do any- 
thing to satisfy either party and we want 
to bo separated. Wo want to go into a 
Territory, or to Africa, and have no 
farther trouble. Negroes when by them- 
selves will gst 
along well enough. 


Natural law alone will control them 
We would rather go to a Territory than 
to Africa and nil we ask that tha whit* 
friends of this movement make an ap- 
propriation enabling tis to get a start in 
a Territory by ourselves. The rest of 
it we will look after. 
Show us the road 


and we will make for the stations sure." 


Mr. Noyes is not an orator, but he 


has a good deal of natural wit. 
He 


said: "You Northern peoplo do not un- 
derstand how things are going in the 
South, The negro is not getting on 
well there. In many respects he is not 
as well off as ha was in slavery. Then 
only one man could insult him and im- 
pose on bim—bis master. Now every- 
body can ride him. He don't know 
anything about law and cares lesss. 
He knows that he is sure to coma out 
$50 or more short in a year, no matter 
what he may do, and thai tha result 
will be that he will get into one of those 
prison farms ou a charge ol debt, and 
once there he may remain there a hun- 
dred years. 
He can work thore at 25 


cents a clay. It he is sick oue day it 
puts him back three, 
If he losaa au 


eye or an firm iu the service of the 
prison-master, he is himself responsi- 
ble for it and that goes against him. 


Ths negro iu the South does not care 


for anything except his food and clothes 
and the shortest way to get to heaven. 
We fought for the Government and now 
find it can't protect us. White preach- 
ers told us after the war to save our 
littla money and put it in the {Tread- 
man's Savings Bank. 
We did it and 


it wns saved. Wo ware ruined and 
they have been killing us ever since. 
We can't please anybody, and we are 
tired of it. 
We simply work and keep 


still and we want to have done with all 
this and go away by ourselves."

time.

Blind Vrophots. 


When ex-Sennior Gwia of Cali- 


fornia arrived in New STork a few 
days since, he was at once sought 
by the reporters of the daily papers, 
Mr. Gwin has been regarded in his 
day as a remarkably astute politician 
who could sift causes iu operation 
and define probable results with as 
much adcnracy as any of his con- 
temporaries. He made a great mis- 
take in his calculation in 1861, for 
which be has paid the penalty of re- 
tirement from, an arena in which tor 
many years be had been a conspicu- 
ous figure. In 1861 Mr. Gwin could 
seo no outcome of a war in defence 
of the Union but a separation of tbe 
States. He regretted this rssult, but 
regarded it as inevitable. If he had 
bad a bigber appreciation of the 
character of tbe Northern people, ho 
might have added twenty years to 
bis political existence, But he did 
not believo that the North would 
make sacrifices for a principle. After 
a few months of fighting he assumed 
that they would get tired aud let the 
wayward sister States go tbeir own 
way. 
Something of tbo same mental 


characteristics which caused Mr. 
Gwin to make hia blundei- in 1861 
appear in bis talk in 1883. Ho thinks 
a man must be nominated by each 
party whom the money power will 
support. 
Holtnan 
would 
make a 


good President, but cauuot ba elected 
because business men would not put 
a dollar into 
the 
campaign for 


Holman's election. Thorium is not 
discussed, though he is admitted to 
have been the ablest man in the Sen- 
ate during his term of office. Field 
would do, because ha would be sup 
ported by the property interests of 
tho country, In other words, the 
corporations which poured out mill- 
ions in 1880 and are willing to con- 
tribute as many millions in 1884, to 
secure a President of their choice, 
will be content 
with Field. So 


doubtless they would with Tilden. 
Mr. Gwin assumes, therefore, that 
the Democrats must nominate Field 
or Tilden because they are acceptable 
to tbe money kings. On tho Repub- 
lican side no man is spoken of whom 
tbey would not support. Tbe Senate 
is full of those creatures, and except 
Conkling, there can hardly be eaid 
to be a prominent Republican who 
does not owe his advancement to the 
favor of the money power. Even 
Edmunds of Vermont has discover- 
ed tbat the office of corporation at- 
torney is more profitable thnu that 
of United States Senator. He is in- 
capable of betraying n trust, but is 
reputed to add 800,000 a year as cor- 
poration counsel to tbe modest 85,- 
000 be receives in bis capacity of 
United States Senator. If the Dem- 
ocrats follow Gwin's counsel in 1884, 
tbey will in all probability be a« 
badly whipped in the contest of that 
year as they have been every four 
years since 1850. 
With Field nomi- 


nated by tho Democrats, the money 
power would sit down and play witb 
its thumbs. 
It would not care the 


toss of a penny which side won. 
In 


either case its interests would bs 
safe. 
Field against Blaine, Field 


against Arthur, ngainst Grant, Sber- 
man, Logan or Harrison, would be 
all one to that power. 
Let the elec- 


tion go as it would, that power would 
continue to control the Government. 
The masses of tho people in both 
parties—the producing classes who 
earn the money the corporations ap- 
propriate by a cunning system of 
laws—look for Romethiug bettor than 
a choice between evils iu the next 
election. They may bo disappointed 
but if they are, they will make them- 
selves beard four years later.
